Disappoints 


DOG OWNER FINED 
FOR LEASH VIOLATION 

A husky dog, belonging 
to M. B. Carl, 368 Mariposa, 
has been misbehaving. 

At least, that's what two 
local residents say. Com¬ 
plainants Emma Weiss and 
Albert Krakow accused the 
dog of frightening and bit¬ 
ing them. 

The dog (and his master) 
pleaded •'not guilty" to the 
charges and were orrigned 
before City Judge John 
Mead July 13. 

His legal defense failed 
him, however, and the ca¬ 
nine—er, his owner was 
fined $5 on both coimts. 

He was found guilty of 
violating section 3a of City 
Ordinance 425, which for¬ 
bids dogs to be allowed to 
run loose. The ordinance 
states that dogs must be 
restrained on a leash not 
exceeding 6 feet in length. 


Response to the question¬ 
naires sent to residents of the 
Canyon area last week has 
been “disappointing,” President 
A1 Morgan stated Tuesday. 

Morgan said that only five 
actual answers were received 
by the Chamber by Tuesday 
afternoon. The questionnaires 
asked residents what they 
thought could be drne to im¬ 
prove the living conditions in 
the Canyon. 

He reported that one of the 
five filled-in blanks bluntly 
asked “Why doesn’t Sierra Ma¬ 
dre mind its own business?” 
The other four, however, were 
of a more encouraging tone, 
he said. 

Three of the five letters com¬ 
plained about the lack of ade¬ 
quate roads to and from the 
Canyon, and the resulting ter¬ 
rific traffic congestion. One 
letter suggested that the flood 
control set up should be clean¬ 
ed more frequently. 

Attorney Noren Eaton, who 
prepared the questionnaires, 
said he is surprised that any¬ 
one would think the Chamber 
had ulterior motives in under¬ 
taking the survey. 

He felt that many persons 
of the Canyon probably misun¬ 
derstood the Chamber’s reason 
for conducting the survey. It is 
an attempt to discover what 
residents are thinking. 

“If they have specific com¬ 
plaints, we want to hear about 
them; if they are satisfied that 
there is no problem in the Can¬ 
yon, we want to know that 
also,” he said. 

The survey, according to 
Morgan, was designed to help 
Canyon residents help them¬ 
selves. It will lay the necessary 
stepping stones for any future 
aid from the city. 

Several persons obtained ad¬ 
ditional questionnaire blanks 
from the City Hall Tuesday and 
yesterday, Eaton said. 

“For that rea.son,” he said, 
“it may be possible that fami¬ 
lies living in the Canyon are 
discussing the matter among 
themselves to discover just 
what should be stressed in the 
answers. 

“If that is the case, we may 
expect a deluge of completed 
questionnaires to arrive at the 
Chamber office in the City Hall 
at any time.” 

Approximately 280 question¬ 
naires were sent to occupants 
of houses in the Canyon. Rosa¬ 
lie Goodwin, Chamber secre¬ 
tary, estimated that they all 
arrived at the designated ad¬ 
dress by Saturday. 


A preliminary budget, calling for an increase of $11,935 over 
last year, will be presented by the Sierra Madre School Board

The 1949-50 budget has been set at $163,550. Last year s actual 

budget was $151,615. 

Superintendent Charles A. 

Skutt pointed out that the 
School Board had anticipated 
the passage of Assembly Bill 
2120 which would provide an 
additional $14,000 for the Si¬ 
erra Madre School District. This 
bill, however, did not pass the 
state legislature, and the state 
apportionment for 1949-50 prob¬ 
ably will be several hundred 
dollars less than for 1948-49. 

Total income from the state 
and county for next year has 
been set at $80,322. Last year’s 
total income from state and 
county was $82,475. 

The Board will request $64,- 
387 in current district taxes. A 
total of $50,407 was netted last 
year from the district tax. 

“This request,” Skutt said, 

“is in line with the increase in 
the asscs.sed valuation of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Some cities that did 
not receive this increase may 
be forced to run their schools 
for only eight months next 
year.” 

Loss from the expected pass¬ 
age of Assembly Bill 2120 will 
be largely offset by the in¬ 
creased assessed valuation. 

Since there have been no 
“blanket” increases in this area 
during the year, the increase 
actually represents additions or 
new property construction. 

The expenditures and trans¬ 
fers section of the budget 
shows the usual increase in 
salaries and the addition of 
one part-time custodian. 

Maintenance costs have been 
cut to $3300, a decrease of 
$1210. “It is less this year be¬ 
cause we have been making 
such steady progress in our 
maintenance program at the 
school.” 

Skutt explained that the ac¬ 
tual cost per student would be 
less during the year 1949-50 
than it was last year. Last 
year’s current expense of $104,- 
101 was based on the average 
dally attendance of 550 stu¬ 
dents. 'This year’s $108,850 is 
computed on the basis of 590 
pupils, Skutt said. 

Capital outlay is up nearly 
$2000 due to the continuation 
of the current school moderni¬ 
zation program. Workmen have 
been busy for several weeks 
and will continue throughout 
the summer on the improve¬ 
ment program.

An ordinance restricting the movements of persons in the fire 
donger areas of the city was dropped into the legislative hopper 
by the City Council this week. 

Given its first rending this week, the ordinance will require 
that any person obtain a permit between July 1 and September 
1 before prowling around the mountain sides—cm mreo generally 
north of Grandview avenue and in the Canyon oreo. 

The regulation would not apply to owners of private property 
“or their guests,” and the 
Council could remove the regu¬ 
lations if it “determined that 
no fire hazard existed.” 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
pointed out that the Public 
Works Superintendent and Fire 
Chief Heasley had requested 
such an ordinance to control 
the “movement of transients” 
in the fire danger zone. 

The ordinance will not affect 
movement of persons on regu¬ 
larly established streets or 
trails—including Mount Wil¬ 
son Trail. 

It will, however, restrict 
"side ventures" into the moun¬ 
tains. Permits for such excur¬ 
sions will have to be obtained 
from Fire Chief Heasley.

The Council members indi¬ 
cated that such an ordinance 
would require a little study and 
scrutiny before adoption. 

Also before the Council was 
a request of James Matolan 
that the city increase its pay¬ 
ments for tin can and garbage 
collections. The present charge 
is approximately 17 cents per 
meter per month under a con¬ 
tract. 

He asked that this fee be in¬ 
creased to 30 cents a meter with 
the city furnishing a dump site 
and a contract signed for a 
three-year period. If the dump 
site is not provided, then the 
request is that the charge be 
increased to 32 cents per meter. 

Cornyn, in a letter to the 
Council, declared: 

"The contract (which expires 
in 1950) from a legal stand¬ 
point seems valid and enforce¬ 
able, and I see no reoson to 
change it." 

Although the present rate is 
low and the Council may modi¬ 
fy it, Cornyn said that the tax¬ 
payers have the right to expect 
the contractor to fulfill it. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
moved to deny the contractor’s 
request because a “change 
would not be keeping faith 
with the public.”

“Wonderful” is the word May¬ 
or J. Milton Steinberger used to 
describe the Governor’s Day Re¬ 
view held at Camp San Luis 
Obispo recently. 

As one of the special activi¬ 
ties of the National Guard’s 15- 
day training camp, the Gover¬ 
nor’s Day celebration was de¬ 
signed to show dignitaries of 
California and prominent mili¬ 
tary men just what the Califor¬ 
nia National Guardsmen are 
accomplishing. 

Mayor Steinberger had re¬ 
ceived a special invitation from 
regimental headquarters to at¬ 
tend the all-day review. He re¬ 
ports that he and the other vis¬ 
itors were treated “very cour¬ 
teously” and that all the facil¬ 
ities of the camp were made 
available to them. 

Jeeps and drivers were pro¬ 
vided each guest, he said, and 
an attempt was made to make 
everyone feel right at home. 
Food, served in the officers’ 
mess, was described by the 
Mayor as “excellent.” 

Among the dignitaries pres¬ 
ent at the celebration were Gen. 
Mark Clark, Major D. H. Hudel- 
son, commanding officer of the 
40th Division, and Lt. Governor 
Knight. 

Mayor Steinberger said that 
he was so impressed by the Re¬ 
view that he is already looking 
forward to next year’s Gover¬ 
nor’s Day at the camp. 

Mayor Steinberger predicted 
at Tuesday’s meeting of the 
City Council that an armory 
in Sierra Madre may soon be 
a reality. 

He hinted that National 
Guard officials might compro¬ 
mise from their original stand 
that no armory could be con¬ 
sidered in this city until the 
compay numbers 121 men. 

He Indicated that the swell¬ 
ing of Sierra Madre’s company 
ranks to even 90 men might 
bring about a compromise from 
the state headquarters. The 
company now numbers 60 men.

initial practice firing, the cap¬ 
tain said. Mortarmen received 
very intensive training from 
men from a heavy mortar com¬ 
pany of the 23rd infantry divi¬ 
sion, U.S.A. 

“By the second week of camp, 
our coordinated team of ob¬ 
servers, firecontrolmen, and 
gunners were capable of laying 
powerful fire upon any objec¬ 
tive within a 214-mile radius,” 
he said. 

The new mortar, according to 
Captain Ullman, fires an explo¬ 
sive shell nearly as powerful 
as those fired in 105mm. can¬ 
nons. A firing rate of 20 shells 
per minute can be sustained by 
the new mortar for two min¬ 
utes. 

“Normal sustained rate 
of fire, however, is five shells 
per minute,” he said. 

Other weapons fired by the 
50 Sierra Madreans at camp in¬ 
cluded the M-1 rifle, the M-2 
carbine, the .45 caliber auto¬ 
matic pistol, the bazooka, the 
Browning Automatic Rifle, and 
the flame thrower. 

On Sunday of the last week, 
local guardsmen were pleasant¬ 
ly surprised at the arrival of 
10 Sierra Madre girls. Captain 
Ullman reports that a 2V4-ton 
truck transported the Sierra 
Madre boys and girls for an 
outing at Avila Beach.

Shades of Yesteryear 


The fly control campaign set 
in motion last week by the Los 
Angeles Health department 
gained tempo this week with 
an announcement that a citi¬ 
zens’ fly control committee had 
been formed in Torrance, that 
a survey of construction priv¬ 
ies was under way in the Bur¬ 
bank area, and that a free fly 
control check list was available 
through the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Health department. 

Stanley Martin, sanitation 
bureau director for the county 
health department announced 
that the sprays in the house¬ 
hold size using the new fly 
killer benzene hexachloride 
were becoming more common 
on the market and would ho 
doube be readily available in 
the near future. 

Although DDT has lost its 
efficiency as a fiy killer in 
many Los Angeles County ar¬ 
eas, it is still excellent for 
moths and other insects. For 
that reason probably it will 
continue to be used in the new 
sprays along with benzene hex¬ 
achloride, LINDANE as it will 
be called. 


Mrs. May de Wright, 540 W.

In addition, a system of bells 
that can be hoard in residences, 
serves as an added safeguard 
in warning water department 
employees that water levels 
are abnormal. 

Myers estimates that an ap¬ 
propriate signal is given no lat¬ 
er than five seconds after the 
water level in a reservoir drops. 
It is possible to set the .switch 
at a desired height, and then 
let the water automatically 
stop pumping when that level 
is reached. 

In the case of a water pump, 
a bell, siren, red light, or any 
combination of these signals 
warns the operator when water 
is being pumped either too fast 
or too slow. 

EXPLAIN PURPOSE 

In further explaining the 
purpose of their device, Myers 
and Danielson likened it to a 
driver of an automobile. They 
said that the starter of a car 
often fails, but the operator is 
there to do something about it.
